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"Have you seen the new Resident? He's an 
Adonis:." So the news was brought ecstatically 
from the first floor to the sixth of the arrival 
of the gentleman here depicted at HSS on 42nd 
Street. It was June of 1941, when Dr. Lee 
Ramsay Straub walked in to leave his trunk, 

a week or two early for his appointment. His 
fate grasped him instantly, the net closed 
around him; Dr. Bill Duncan, an older Resident, 
that dynamo from Seattle, seiged him: "We have 
fifteen admissions, lets get to work." He has 
never been let go to this day. 


All feminine hearts fluttered and swelled 
at first glimpse of this blond, blue eyed, 
Sunny tempered seventh child - - but in three 
Short months they sighed sadly, having fluttered 
in vain. On Saturday afternoon, September 135th, 1941 Dr. Straub dressed in 
his best, started to walk out of the building; he crossed the path of 
Dr. T. Campbell Thompson: "Where do you think you're going? We're running 
a clinic, you get back in there and go to work!" (Ch, those Saturday Clinics 
in the good old days!) Dr. Straub humbly explained that he had a date to 
get married if it was all right with Dr. Thompson. The latter graciously 
allowed him the rest of the afternoon to attend to the matter. Thus 
Mary Straub joined our family, and presently learned how to keep house 
around 17 tanks of tropical fish, for the young man she married had a 
great innate, abiding love of nature, flora, fauna, and ..... water. A 
brief glance at his stars confirms this at once. Boats "just come natural" 
to him; but a more detailed investigation would be required to discover 
the reason for a rather curious fact - that when the humble author asked 
various questions of Dr. Staub's friends for some side lights on hin, 
several smiled brightly and proceeded to tell of how he fell in the pond; 
how he fell overboard when out deep-sc: fishing; how he nad to swiii ashore 
from the boat that sank out Shelter Island way; how the dinghy capsized, 
giving him and Mary a bath in 38 degrees cold sea water. We don't know 
any reason why boats should try to rid themselves of him. It may just be 
the irresistible magnetic pull water has for him, and the love of being 
Surrounded by fish. 


Come to think of it though, there is a hereditary strain perhaps, 
because we find that in 1776 John Ramsay sailed from Kintire, Scotland to 
seek his fortune in New York. The ship was wrecked on the coast of Prince 
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Edwards Island, Canada, and there John stayed and throve. Records mention 
but one son, Malcolm, born to him; but Malcolm in due time sired nine 
children. the first born being called John. This John had eight children 
one of whom, Hugh, did even better having a family of eleven. Bertha, 
the tenth child, is mother to our Lee Ramsay. Many of us have met this 
delightful lady who succumbed to the very considerable charms of C. Lee 
Straub, "an extroadinarily handsome man (we quote a relative) with a 
magnificent bass voice, a brilliant engineer as well." He was the son of 
Dr. Walter David Straub who practiced general medicine in Bethlehen, 
Pennsylvania, who added his Fennsylvania Dutch to Laura Calaire's French 
ancestry to make our hero a mixture of French, German and Scottish. These 
strains are colored by living in many varied localities, for Mr. Straub's 
profession of engineering took the family hither and yon. 


Lee Ramsay was the seventh child, as we have said, having been preceded 
by Hugh, David, Laura, Jane,Barbara and Beth. Hugh was drowned, but the 
others survive, as do twenty-six first cousins! When Lee Ramsay appeared 
the family was living in Perth Amboy, New Jersey, because of the ship 
yards. That was December 12th, 1913. Shortly after, the family lived, 
at least in the summers, on a large farm in North Colebrook, Connecticut, 
complete with lake and much woodland. The old saw about a small world fits 
in here for in the early thirties the writer spent some years in that area; 
and returning in the forties to visit friends whose ancestral acres adjoin 
the farm we speak of, discovered that our friends remembered the 5traub 
family well, and a chubby blond boy named Lee Ramsay. 


Next we find the family in a very differnt setting - Honolulu, Hawaii. 
Thus our hero came eventually to study at the University of California, 
in Berkeley. We should mention along here that in spite of his usual 
appearance of robust and glowing health, Lee Ramsay has had from birth 
many hemangiomas on his legs and so on, which many of us who used to observe 
him playing badminton in shorts, downtown, are familiur with. This aff- 
liction required his hospitalization several times (for instance nine 
months in Presbyterian in Chicago in 1929); and naturally colored his 
thinking and affected his career. His decision to study wedicine stems 
from this circumstance. 


Following in the footste;s of many students of the University of 
California, he went to Magill in Montreal, Canada, for his Medical 
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Down on the range at the age of five 
(Family car in the background) 


schooling, anu later was interne at the Shriner's Illospital for Crippled 
Children there in Montreal. One of his Medical School vacations was spent 
at a gold mine manageu by his brother David. Lee Ramsay was first-aid 
officer, but he recalls that on arrival he was handed a shovel; and that 
about the only first aid he administered was pulling porcupine guills out 
of an indiscreet dog. Another vacation was sjent in a pathology lab as 
technician, because iie entertained a notion of becoming a pathologist. 

But by the time he had lielped care for numbers of crippled children he 
felt drawn to Orthojedics. In Montreal he lived in an ajartment with four 
Californians, one interested in Jublic liealth, one in Internal Medicine, 
one in General Surgery, one in Orthopedics. Now they are all Orthopods! 


In Montreal, too, he wet his Mary who cane from Lethbridge, Alberta 
to be a dietitian.AsoGordon !tetrie, who was one of our most dashing Res- 
idents when the writer joined the hospital family in 1935-1956, and is 
now a prominent Orthopedist there. This brings us to 42nd Street in 
June of 1941, and the the altar on that Saturday afternoon in September. 


There is another memorable date in 1941, December 7, but the hemang- 
iomas we have mentioned made Dr. Straub unaccej table to the Army, a most 
fortunate circumstance for us, however much Dr. Straub may have regretted 


not being able to go off to the wars like everybody else. For with every- 
body else rushing off in uniform, Dr. Straub was a wonderful acquisition. 

AS you can see we have put him to very good use ever since. Now his 

titles are Associate rrofessor of Clinical surgery at Cornell University 
Medical School, Attending Surgeon in Orthopedics at the New York Hospital, 
Attending Orthopedic Surgeon at H.5.5., secretary of the American Orthojedic 
Association (a most considerable honor) and now secretary to the Congress 

of the Societé Internationale Chirurgie Ortopedie,#*CIC0, which is to have 
its great weeting in New York in September. 


Some time before we moved uptown vr. Wilson saw the need for estab- 
lishing a Hand Clinic, for all sorts of hand detormities and lesions, 
including those of the many artiiritic patients; and so it has evolved 
that Dr. Straub is the head of an excellent clinic, and has become well- 
known from East to West as a very fine hand surgeon. (We smashed our thus 
to prove this. We did!) 


From early boyhood his fascination with all things living prouwpted 
him to fill his room with lizards, snakes, water puppies, etc. until no 
member of the family would set foot in it. When a neighbor in California 
gave him an aviary full of canaries, his gentle heart made him open the 
door and let them fly away. Now you understand the seventeen tanks of 
tropical fish. 


Another interest was radio, his father helped him build one of the 
first tube receivers to catch the first transcontinental broadcast of the 
second Tunney-—Dempsey fight, setting the neighborhood on its ears. He 
is still putting Heath Kits together, having just completed a stereo 
amplifier for his home. 


Then there were boats, and boat building, jeading to the racing dinghy 
"Tales Told, a half model of which decorates his office wall; and the dinghy 
is responsible for the lovely certificate of iwembership in the "Order of 
the Loons", also framed in his office. This certificate pertains to the 
above mentioned dunking in Long Island Sound when the water was all but 
ice. The dunking made Mary say "This is the end*..... But another fact, 


that Dr. Straub has osteochrondromalacia about his knee joints, and that 
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sailing racing dinghies is done on one's knees a great deal when 
the boom comes swinging over, has led to surgery upon his "bad" 
knee and then upon the good one. This left him with no knees to 
kneel on, and Tales Told is a tale told now and soédd. 


Now he and his three boys go hunting and fishing together, filling the 
deep freeze with delicacies, and in summer tine they explore the Long 
Island waters via snorkel, bringing out pipe fish, shrimps, sea horses.... 


Flowers are not omitted from L.R.S.'s affections by any means. He 
has designed his own garden complete with pool and plants and cultivates 
it himself. Very often the lovely flowers you see in the office have 
been grown by him, 


And Fhotography--he had his own darkrroi when he was twelve or thir- 
teen, and during his earlier days with H.S.S. he still did a great deal 
of enlarging and so on far into the nights. Now that his svehedule is 
almost more than his broad shoulders can bear, he confines his photo- 
graphy to 35mn color slides which record his trips to the West Coast 
and Hawaii and so on, including the flowers he encounters. 


This outlines the profile of Lee tamsay Straub, when we accent his 
warmth and geniality, his kindness which binds his patients (and every- 
body clse) to him. A true son of Jupiter; jovial, generous, direct and

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THE REBECCA WITHERELL SAIL 


Under a cloudless sky with a piping twenty-five knot breeze out 
of the northwest, the good ship Circle Line V pulled out of Pier 83, 
North River, at 11:00 a.m., - one hour late, Saturday, June 2oth, for 
a sail around Manhattan Island. On board were 150 happy in-patients, 
out-patients, nurses, staff, parents and friends of H.S.5. 


But, let us get back to why she sailed in the first place with 
all these passengers. For maybe 50 but at least 30 years, the young 
patients of this hospital have been taken for, quote, a fresh air ride, 
unquote, on a day in the merry month of May or June. Mrs. Rebecca 
Witherell arranged for this during her lifetime and left a paragraph 
in her will providing that it be carried on after her death. In the 
old days, in carriages behind teams of spanking bays, the children 
were taken to Central Park when Central Park used to have fresh air. 

Of late we have been sending them in air-conditioned buses along our 
parkways to LaGuardia and Idlewild Airports, in order to comply with 
the terms of Benefactor Rebecca Witherell's will. The air-conditioned 
trip was not popular so this year our Director came up with a brilliant 
idea of transferring the ride from land to water; thus again complying 
with the terms of the will to provide fresh air for young patients. 


It proved to be a most happy solution. We first tried to send 
the children and staff as part of the regular scheduled trip, but the 
officials of the line balked at taking stretcher cases in plaster casts 
along with the regular customers. They said it might "upset" these 
passengers. They had a point there, but we were determined not to 
leave our scolis at home so we chartered a Circle Line yacht for our 
exclusive use. 


It is unimportant that the Director of Nursing and one of the 
Assistant Directors nearly had ulcers as they anticipated the many 
difficulties of getting 14 stretchers complete with scolis into buses, 
out of buses, onto the dock, on board the ship, and again, off the ship, 
into buses, and back to the hospital, without breaking a plaster cast 
or having a scoli fall into the Hudson River. These were all handled 
successfully along with 18 in-patients in wheelchairs and 3 on banana 
carts. Also 125 out-patient children, parents and friends joined the 
party. We had our own "Spieler", and the names of some of the local 
yokels on board were interspersed with his continual talk for two hours 
and a half. As we came up the East River passing Special Surgery, the 
captain leaned on the whistle cord with loud toots that brought cheers 
from some of our patients left behind who were on the roof. 


Lunch was served on board, but special diets were thrown over- 
board. Hot dogs, popcorn,ice cream and coke were consumed in great 
quantity, and the only casualty was a nurse who had a sore throat on 
Sunday morning. 


We docked at 1:15 p.m. and by 2:30 p.m., all our patients were 
safely, we repeat safely, back at 535 East 70th Street, happy but tired. 
This ended another fresh air ride of a type probably not envisaged by 
Mrs. Witherell but one which brought more fresh air to more patients 
than any one since her will was probated.

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TEST TUBES AND GUINEA PIGS 


Viruses can only multiply in 
cells. In so doing they may destroy 
or change them to cancer célls. The 


by infecting animals, chicken embryos, 
or cells from tissues that have been grown in test tubes. Investiga- 
tions in the Virus Laboratory, located on the third floor of the 
Caspary Research Building, utilize all three systems in éfforts to 
explore how viruses interact with their host celis. 


Cells originally obtained from rabbits are being grown in the 
laboratory by Miss Elaine Fineman to serve as hosts for a virus that 
can induce tumors in rabbits. Other studies are concerned with vir- 
uses causing cancer in chickens. These studies are aimed at gaining 
knowledge about the transformation of normal cells to cells with 
cancer projerties. This may help in unraveling the complex causes 
responsible for cancer in man.
